"Mr. Voltz probably did not make 


his attack and rebuttal in the most 
tactful way in view of the prejudic- 
ed audience he was addressing, but 
he used no improper language, made 
no personal accusations, and made 
no statements which He did "not sin- 
cerely believe and was not willing 
to defend. 


"Whether Mr. Voltz is right or 


wrong in his principles, in the in- 
terest of fair play he should have 
been given a chance to speak by 
those who consider themselves just

emotional spree rather than a fair 
and frank discnssion/of principles, 
and an unprejudiced onlooker could 
not but be struck by a mere asinine 
exhibition of intolerant 'patriotism.'

URING the past few years it has been 
the practice of the stalwarts and the 


reactionaries throughout the country to 
pose as the friends of law and order. 
They, it has been inferred, have been the 
jealous protectors of orderly government 
under the constitution and they have 
preached against violence and force as 
means to an end. 


Likewise, it has been the practice to at- 


tribute violence as a stock in trade of the 
"radicals." They have persistently ar- 
gued that the "radicals" include violence 
in their program for '''overturning the 
government'' and the reactionary news- 
papers of the country have had the jim- 
jams for several years seeing "radical 
plots."

The state superintendent 
of 
public 


property is, by designation of law., the 
custodian of public buildings in this state 
He can allow the use of state buildings 
for bankers' -conventions, chamber 
commerce meetings, teachers, labor or 
any other meetings that he may desig 
nate.

There are elements in this community 


that arc opposed to the granting of the 
assembly chamber for a speech by Mrs. 
O'Hare. That is their right. They are 
also within their rights in holding a meet- 
ing and voicing their protest in the most 
emphatic manner compatible with law 
and order. They are privileged to do that 
even if the underlying motive is one of po- 
litics against the present state adminis- 
tration. 


Unfortunately, there has been some 


loose talk since1 this controversy has 
started. There has <been some incendiary 
rambling to the effect that Mrs. O'Hare 
wo: ild not be permitted to speak and that 
certain elements would take things into 
their own hands rather than permit the 
meeting tonight. 


That is a challenge to the powers of a 


sovereign state that cannot -be- ignored. If 
a dozen or more stalwarts in the city of 
Madison and twenty or twenty-five stu- 
dents out at the university have so far 
lost their perception/ of law and order as 
to ind.ul.se in that sort of talk then they 
oughtllfl be made to feel that the state of 
Wisconsin has not yet surrendered its 
authority and its sovereignty to any 
small group set up here in Madison.

We believe that it would be to the in- 


tere'st of the university authorities to 
tool off some of the hotheads who are 
misrepresenting the great majority of 
orderly, law abiding students at the uni- 
versity. The people of Wisconsin have 
chalked up plenty of entries on the debit 
side of the ledger against .the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin within the last few 
years. There shouldn't be any more. 


As for the local stalwarts who are 'busy 


making political capital out of the pres- 
ent controversy, 3t may be sufficient to 
say that they are running true to form. 
We wonder, however, if some of these 
strapping men who are provoking the
